You begin the game with three lives. Your movement will be controlled 
by a joystick connected to Slot 1. Use the joystick button to fire. You may 
fire in any of four directions , up, down, left and right. To begin play, press 
the START key. 

OBJECT: 

You are surrounded at all points of the compass by unfriendly life forms. 
These alien species are quite unstable and are constantly slinging their genetic 
garbage at you. If the garbage comes in contact with you, it will result in the 
termination of your vital functions (i.e., death). Your mission is to zap these 
beings until they mutate to friendly life forms.
